Editorial View 

Proposed Utility Levy 
Is A Reasonable Tax 

We feel that the utility users tax proposed by the city of 
Placentia is a fair and reasonable tax for the financing of very 
badly needed capital improvements in the city. 

At present the city desperately needs a new fire station in the 
southern part of the town, new administrative facilities, a new 
police station and a new public works yard but does not have the 
money available to finance these needs. 

Several taxing methods are available but we feel that the 
utility users tax is the only one which meets the requirements of 
fairness and public acceptance needed. 

In contrast to the property tax, the utility tax would be 
assessed against all citizens and businesses within the city, 
meaning that the cost would be more evenly distributed. 

We do not feel that the tax money so raised should be used 
for all purposes. It should be strictly limited to capital 
improvements, where the need is greatest, and should be used as 
an additional tax only as long as needed to finance these 
improvements. 

After this the tax should be retained only if the property tax 
is lowered by an amount equal to the rise in income produced by 
the new tax. 

We also commend the City Council for calling a public 
hearing before instituting the new tax. a step which it does not 
legally have to take. Its interest in the opinions of the citizens of 
Placentia is admirable. 

We also call on the citizens of Placentia to take advantage of 
this opportunity to make your voice heard on this important 
issue.
